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It is a common saying that language 
is imperfect, but we frequently attribute to 
language a defect which is in ourselves, for 
while all men may be born equal in the eye 
of the law, their education, training and 
experience render their expression of ideas 
different, and a word used in a particular 
sense by one person may be understood in 
another by someone else; and if this is true 
of a single word, it is more so when a num- 
ber of them have been combined into a 
sentence. This has led to numerous con- 
tests before the courts, and we therefore 
recite below some of the principles laid down 
for the interpretation of contracts. 

The object of a consideration by the 
court is, of course, to expound the contract, 
so as to render it legal and valid, as well as 
to make it, if possible, operative in carrying 
out the purpose and object for which it was 
made. In entering into a contract each 
party has certain intentions, and when 
during its performance it is developed that 
there was not a mutual understanding as to 
the things to be done, the one who feels he 
is called upon to do more than he contem- 
plated sometimes has recourse to the courts 
for relief, or, abandoning its performance, 
the other seeks to compel him to fulfill his 


of contracts both in courts of 

‘law and in those of equity, although the 
latter assume larger powers in the applica- 
tion of those rules. Wherever precise and 
strict conformity to the grammatical mean- 
ing of the terms of the contract would be 
impossible, they will be modified so as to 
make them as nearly coincident as possible. 
Where the language of the instrument is 
neither uncertain nor ambiguous, it is to be 
expounded according to its apparent im- 
port and is not to be warped from the ordi- 
nary meaning of its wording in order to 
make it harmonize with uncertain supposi- 
tions, either in regard to the probable in- 
tention of the parties or to the probable 
changes they might have made in their con- 
tract had they foreseen certain contingen- 
cies. If the contract is ambiguously ex- 
pressed and is susceptible to different inter- 
pretations, and the party who is to do the 
act is actually misled and performs one act, 
when a different act was intended by the 
other, the contract will be construed in 
favor of the one making the mistake, on the 
ground that the mistake was the conse- 
quence of the carelessness or negligence of 
the other party, and he, therefore, should 
be the one to suffer. 

Perfect good faith must be shown on the 
part of one claiming such interpretation, 
which is especially liberal in regard to com- 
mercial contracts, which are not construed 
strictly nor technically, as they are fre- 
quently drawn ina loose and informal man- 
ner, leaving much to inference, and often 
requiring the consideration of extrinsic cir- 
cumstances to render them intelligible, as a 
strict construction would defeat the objects 
and intention of the parties and render 
them an unsafe basis for those extensive 
credits by which the commerce of the 
world is carried on. When parties have 
such contracts drawn by anyone other 
than a competent attorney, they should be 
careful to avoid the use of technical words 
and phrases, of which they may not know 
the full import, as, in attempting to usea 
legal phrase, they may find themselves 
bound by the technical meaning of it. 

When a controversy arose upon the inter- 
pretation of a written contract, the court 
said that the interpretation contended for 
by one of the parties was so harsh, so un- 
fair, so wanting in reciprocity, that no 
court should hesitate to reject it, provided 
the instrument was susceptible of any other 
reasonable construction ; according to one 
party no obligation rests upon him to do 
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anything; to all the things claimed the 
other is bound and one not bound at all. 
While one acknowledges that this is severe, 
he insists that the contract is one which the 
other was at liberty to make, and having 
made it he must abide the consequences. 
Undoubtedly this is so. If he made such a 
contract he cannot recover; but whether he 
made it or not is the question involved. If 
the language used clearly establishes this 
version, it would unquestionably be the 
duty of the court to enforce it; but where 
the exact meaning is in doubt, where the 
language used is contradictory and obscure, 
if there are two interpretations, one of 
which establishes a comparatively equitable 
contract and the other a questionable one, 
the former should prevail. Unless the 
language is so definite and certain that no 
other interpretation can be up- 
held, a construction should not 
be adopted which must evi- 
dently cast a reflection upon 
the sanity of one of the con- 
tracting parties. The court 
may well assume that the par- 
ties did not intend that which 
is opposed alike to justice and 
to common sense. 

























Couch Roll. 


An illustration is given of 
an improvement in couch rolls 
such as are used on ordinary 
wet machines in Se 







roll having a yielding spongy» ~*~ 
surface which cannot. become 
hard, which may be easily ap- 
plied to the body of the roll, 
and which may be cheaply 
and conveniently removed as 
it becomes badly worn. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of 
an ordinary wet machine pro- 
vided with this improved couch 
roll; Fig. 2 is a cross section 
of the roll; Fig. 3 is an en- 
larged detail section on the line 
3—3 of Fig. 4. Fig. 4 is a 
broken longitudinal section of 
the line 4—4 of Fig. 3; Fig. 5 
is a broken detail perspective 
view, illustrating the means of fastening 
the flexible strips to the face of the roll; 
and Fig. 6 is a broken detail perspective 
view, showing a modified means of fasten- 
ing the flexible strips in place. 

The couch roll 10 is arranged in the cus- 
tomary manner to ride on the mold 11, 
which is arranged in the ordinary way on 
the wet machine 12. 

The body of the couch roll is of substan- 
tially the usual kind, comprising a frame- 
work having the usual rims 13 and spokes 
14, and the framework is carried by a 
shaft, 15, in the ordinary way. The rims 
13 are covered by the usual wooden slats 
154, which form the face of the roll, but any 
suitable material may be used for making 
this surface. 

The improvement lies in the construction 
of the absorbent face of the roll, and this 
is made up of strips 16 of felt or other suit- 
able absorbent flexible material, placed pref- 
erably parallel with each other, and also 
preferably arranged longitudinally of the 
roll and held in place by binding wires, 17, 
each wire being placed in the middle of a 
strip, as shown in Fig. 3, so that the two 
free edges of the strip may extend outward 
from the face of the roll. The wires 17 are 
held in place by staples, 18, and are also 
doubled over the ends of the roll and 
formed into eyes, 19, which are fastened to 
the ends of the roll by screws, 20, or equiva- 
lent fastenings. Instead of fastening the 
strips 16 by wires, the slats 15* may be per- 
forated and the flexible strips doubled and 
plugged into the holes 21, in the same man- 
ner that bristles are fastened in a brush 
back, as shown in Fig. 6. When the roll is 
used the strips act as a spongy surface, 
which, coming in contact with the wet 
paper, absorbs the moisture, the rotation of 
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the roll shaking the strips loose so as to 
keep them in good workable order and the 
face of the roll from becoming matted and 
hard. 


Practical Hints and Helps Around 
the Mill. 
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By J. F.C. 


It isa very true saying of Sir Hum- 
phrey Davy that life is made up not of 
great duties and sacrifices, but of little 
things in which smiles and kindnesses and 
small obligations, given habitually, win the 
heart and preserve and secure comfort and 
joy in this life. This is a sentiment which 
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will find ready verification in any of the 
numerous channels of life, and the man who 
goes through life with a belief in it will not 
only smooth the paths of those with whom 
he may come in contact, but will find many 
of the thorny spots in his journey less of an 
obstacle than they would be to a different 
nature. 

Little things irritate and annoy. The 
larger problems are promptly seen, studied 
and experimented upon until the difficulty 
is overcome, but the smail troubles seem so 
trivial that they often receive little or only 
passing attention, and yet they may mean 
much more than their trivial nature seems 
toimply. One of the small troubles which 
infested a paper mill in which fine papers 
were made was confined to the packing of 
the paper in boxes in the finishing room. 
To insure the receipt of the paper in good 
condition the boxes were made only slightly 
larger than the sheets of paper they were 
designed to hold, and were then lined with 
heavy wrappers, and sometimes a lining of 
waterproof paper was added. The lining 
was made wide enough to fold over and 
completely cover the paper when packed. 
Now, in packing the cases the ends of the 
lining were turned over the outside edges 
of the box, and upon placing a ream of 
paper in the case ten to one the lining 
would be caught on the sides and doubled 
up under the ream of paper. The only 
remedy thought of at the time was to care- 
fully pull up the lining until it was straight- | 
ened or take out the paper and get someone 
to hold the wrappers straight until the case 
was filled. This did not seem to be a very 
economical plan, and the next idea was to 
pile the covers of the box against the lining 
on the outside of the case. This was an 
improvement on the first plan, inasmuch as 
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no time was taken up in holding the wrap- 
pers in position, although the covers hada 
knack of letting go their grip occasionally. 
Sometimes, too, the expedient of nailing 
the wrappers on the outside was resorted 
to. Another method consisted in wetting the 
inside upper edge of the boxes with heavy 
paste or dextrine, thereby cementing the 
lining to the box in such a way that it could 
not double up in packing or unpacking. 
This method is used by some, but is objec- 
tionable on account of the waste of wrap- 
pers as stock, and it renders the cases less 
salable and less convenient for second use. 

A very simple and effective remedy was 
observed in use in a Holyoke mill recently, 
and, as is usual when you “‘ know how,” it 
seems strange that no one thought of it be- 
fore. It consisted of four pieces of thin 
sheet steel, 1 inch wide and 
about 9 inches long, bent on 
both ends so as to form a 
tong-shaped’ instrument, the 
legs being 4 inches long, and 
the whole fitting snugly over 
the thickness of the board and 
wrapper. One of these springs 
was fitted over the middle of 
each of the sides and ends of 
the case to be filled, after the 


case was packed without 
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where no precaution is made 
against it. 

Another of the petty annoy- 
ances which sometimes assumes 
colossal proportions is a new 
one to the trade and has come 
with the advent of the water 
finish in the coarser papers. It 
consists of the great liability of 
the paper (when there is a 
breakdown on the machine and 
the calender rolls are wet from 
the contact of the water box) 
to adhere to the rolls, and that 
so firmly that it can only be 
removed by thorough scraping 
of the rolls, and if it should by any chance 
wrap itself very thickly around one of the 
rolls it will be certain to work some destruc- 
tion, especially if the rolls are supplied with 
levers and weighted, in which case the 
levers are very apt to be snapped off. It is 
more probable that some of the rolls will 
stick when the paper has got a few turns 
around it, and then the only remedy is to 
cut and scrape the paper off, turning the 
rolls by band for this purpose, then wipe as 
dry as possible, give them a dose of kero- 
sene or benzine and the paper may then be 
induced to run through them. In the 
meantime the water box must have been 
pushed back from the roll and the water 
turned off. This, of course, consumes con- 
siderable time, and if your machine tender 
has not got ample help to look after the 
rolls during this time he is compelled to 
stay at that point himself until all is in good 
order and the paper is running on the reel. 
During this time it is more than likely that 
his attention will be very much needed at 
the wet end of the machine, and the erratic 
traveling of his felts may precipitate another 
breakdown as a result of the first. Occur- 
rences of this kind are not very infrequent, 
and are certainly a large factor in the 
amount of losson a machine. When we re- 
member that the average machine on 
coarse papers nowadays will turn out about 
1,000 of pounds paper per hour, we can

easily see the loss where breakages of this 
nature happen very often is quite large. 
The water box generally is a very crude 
affair, home made, and, as a rule, there is 
no mechanism for removing it from contact 
with the rolls when desirable, as is the case 
when the paper breaks down and the rolls 
are required to be dry during the transmis- 
sion of the paper through them. The only 

















precaution then taken is to shut off the 
water, and if the breakdown or shut-down = 
is of sufficiently long duration the rolls hie 
may be dry when the paper reaches them. ~ 
But if the break is on ornearthedryerrolis = 
the rolls will be found wet, or moist at 
least, and the paper is quite likely to stick 
to and clog the rolls. What is needed is a 
water box which can be removed or brought 
in contact with the rolls in a simple and 
thorough way and the water regulated by 
the same movement.

the front or level part of the box, which it 
keeps almost full to the top of the half inch 
strip, the overflow going through the notch 
in the centre. 

During a break or shut down the hose is 
simply removed from the front to the back 
part of the box, and the front speedily be- 
comes dry by reason of the water running 
out through the centre of the half inch 
strip. The only moisture left being in the 
strip of felt in contact with the roll, it be- 
came so nearly dry, if the hose was changed 
as soon as the paper broke, as not to have 
enough dampening power to wet the rolls 
and therefore stick the paper to the latter. 
In this way not only was much paper saved, 
but much oil and benzine as well, and the 
rapidity with which it could be replaced 
without much loss of paper from lack of 
finish stamps it as one of the best in use at ; 
present. 
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Paper Mill Problems—III. 
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By James F. Hosarr. 


Quite a number of problems meet a 
millwright in the boiler room. It is to be 
hoped that every mill requires at some time 
or other the addition of extra boilers. When 
increased boiler capacity is necessary the 
question naturally arises what kind of 
boiler shall be used. If an appeal is made 
to a boiler maker he will surely recommend 
the particular kind of boiler which he builds. 
If you confidentially inform your machinery 
supply man of the proposed changes, you 
will very quickly be deluged with circulars 
of almost every kind of boiler known to the 
mechanical world. 

Prominent among the numbef will be the 
claims of sectional, or water tube boilers. 
There are many kinds of this type of boil- 
er in use at the present time. The reason 
why so many of these boilers have been put 
into service lies, not in the merit of the 
boiler itself, but in the fact that their mak- 
ers employ the best salesmen in the world 
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If it were not torsuch uice salesmen the 
fancy boiler would be almost unknown. 


I place my dependence in steam machinery 
upon the well constructed and well designed 
horizontal tubular boiler. Nothing has as 
yet been placed upon the market which will 
give invariably such perfect economy and 
speed as the much maligned horizontal tu- 
bular boiler. Were the salesmen now em- 
ployed in placing patent boilers to turn 
their attention to the tubular boiler, the lat- 
ter would speedily drive all of its competit- 
ors from the field. The reason why Al 
salesmen do not care to handle the tubular 
boilers is that there is not as much money 
therein as there is in handling the patent 
forms of steam generators. Just bear in 
mind when brought face to face with the 
boiler question that as yet no boiler has 
been invented which is superior to the old 
efficient tubular. 


of stock. It is true that waste paper is not 
used to the extent it was before sulphite 
and mechanical wood came upon the scene, 
yet the old tub bleach is the thing to have 
when waste paper must be handled. There 
are two or three wrinkles concerning tub 
bleaches which it would be well for all mill 
men to follow when designing this kind of 
machinery. In building the tubs either 
place them ina circle, so that they may be 
reached by a stout crane placed in the 
centre, or else rig an overhead traveler 
which shall cover all the bleach tubs in suc- 
cession. Next make a false bottom to each 
tub and arrange three or four stout chains 
by which the false bottoms may be lifted 
out of the tubs. When putting down a 
bleach take care that these chains are all 
straightened out and passed up over the 
edge of the tub. After bleaching, swing 
the crane over the tub, hook all the chains 
to the crane tackle, then hoist out the false 
bottom and all the bleach contents there- 
with, This is a much quicker way of throw- 
ing a bleach than to get into the tub and 
throw out the stock with a pair of rag tongs. 


Another kink is in the distribution of the 
lime water with which each bleach must 
be drenched. The old way is for the at- 
tendant to scatter the stream of lime water 
with a shovel held underneath it. An im- 
provement consisted in placing a piece of 
board to deflect the stream ; either of these 
methods is very defective, as the lime 
water is not distributed evenly, some parts 
of the bleach getting more and some less 
than an average quantity. A little device 
can be made which will distribute the lime 
water very nicely. The rig in question is 
described in natural philosophy under the 
title ‘* Barker's Mill.” It consists of a 
cylinder with radial arms near the bot- 
tom, an opening being made from each 
arm through which the contents of the 
cylinder escape in opposite directions. 
The impact of the stream against the at- 
mosphere causes the radial arms to be 
forced backward, thus revolving the cylin- 
der and scattering its contents in a circle. 
Such a device rigged over a tub bleach with 
proper distributing orifices in the radial arms 
would cause the lime water to be discharged 
very evenly over the bottom of the bleach. 
Only one or two of these rigs would be 
necessary; they could be placed upon a 
pivot inserted over the top of the central 
circulation pipe, which must be set in the 
centre of every tub bleach. Whena Aare

Little business in fine writing mills, 
fair business in ledger and book mills, low 
water and much trouble about running some 
of the mills is the history in a nutshell of 
the conditions existing in local paper circles 
during the past week. When you have 
said this you have said all that can be said 
briefly of the condition of the paper mills 
this week. 

Never in the history of the Holyoke mills 
have they been troubled so much on account 
of the scarcity of water at this season asthis 
winter. The principal reason for this, as 
given by the Water Power Company, is that 
the water in the Connecticut River was not 


| of the usual height when the cold weather 


came on, and this weather has lasted since 
early in December with hardly a warm pe- 
riod. The ice has thickened continually in 
all parts of the river from the Holyoke dam 
to the source away up inthe north, and 
every additional inch of ice means so much 
less water for the mills in this city. The 
mills have been given all the water that it 
was possible for the Water Power Company 
to supply, and the company says that it can- 
not afford to drain the river dry. The 
Water Power Company is only waiting for 
a warm period to come and then the restric- 
tions will be removed. 

The paper mills feel the loss of thewater 
keenly, for some of them, the Whiting, Par- 
sons, Beebe & Holbrook and others, are 
obliged to run their plants with part steam 
power, and the heavy discharges of steam 
from the ponderous engines envelop 
Dwight street at times. 

** Are the mills making much paper now ?” 
was asked this week of a man in one of the 
prominent fine writing mills in the city, and 
he said: ‘‘I don’t know about any of the 
other millsin Holyoke except our own mills, 
and we are not doing anything extra. We 
are having enough orders to run our mills 
on days.” This man represented one of the 
largest mills of the city, and one which 
manufactures a fine grade of fine writing 
paper. 

It is just as THe Paper TrRaDE JouRNAL 
announced recently ; the fine writing mills 
are suffering; while the mills making ledger 
or book papers are having a fair run of 
business. The significance of this any | 
paper manufacturer will be able to judge. 
The book mills have entered hardly a com- 
plaint all winter, while the fine writing 
mulls have been constantly saying that they 
could accommodate more business.

Imports of paper stock at this port the

| that the imports are likely to run light for 
some few weeks to come. Foreign prices 
| on wood fibre are getting down to figures 
that encourage importations, some 3,302 
bales of wood fibre being received the past 
week. Other grades of paper stock re- 
ceived were 780 bales of rags, 410 bales of 
waste paper, 562 bales and 89 coils of manil- 
las, and 327 bags of sizing. 

Paper valued at $2,836 and books valued 
at $576 were exported from Boston the past 
week, 

The paper mill plant of the Milton Manu- 
facturing Company, at Milton, N. H., sold 
at public auction January 30, was bought 
by H. B. Newhall for the Lynn City Bank, 
one of the creditors. The price paid is said 
to have been $6,825. The liabilities of the 
company are reported to be about $13,000.

MASSACHUSETTS NOTES. 





[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 





TURNER'S FALLS, Mass., February 6, 1895. 


The fine water power on the Connect- 
icut River, at Turner's Falls, in the town of 


Montague, in Franklin county, would very 


evenly divide honors with the city of Hol- 


yoke, the great paper city of Massachusetts, 
had the geographical outline of that locality 


permitted the construction of 3% miles 
length of mill feeding canals or levels 


as in Holyoke, instead of a single canal 


blasted through ledge rock for this purpose ; 


and added to this, if nature had not so com- 


pletely encircled this grand water privilege 
amid high hills in a narrow ravine as not 
only to deter such construction except at a 
vast expenditure of money, but made the 
village accessible only by a short spur or 


branch railway, and thus shut it in at an un- 
accommodating distance from the main rail- 


way arteries traversing this into other 


States. 
Nearly one hundred years ago the old 
Connecticut River Locks and Canale Com- 


pany built a dam across the Connecticut 


River at Turner's Falls, asat South Hadley, 


Mass., and'at Windsor Falls, Conn., in order 
to navigate that river with sailboats or 
barges from Long Island Sound to points 
above Brattleboro, Vt. This canal passed 
from the Montague meadows souih of the 
present site of the village of Turner's Falls 
and extended over three miles to a point on 
the Connecticut River just south of Green- 


field village. 


The failure of the Locks and Canals Com- 
pany and the advent of railroads extending 
from the Sound up into Vermont and New 
Hampshire through the Connecticut River 
Valley caused this water power and the 
site of the village to fall into the hands of 


the late Wendell T. Davis, of Greenfield. 
It was the late Alvah Crocker, of Fitch- 
burg, the great founder of the Crocker pa- 
per mill industries at Fitchburg, who dis- 
covered the possibilities of this site, then 
covered with bushes and brambles, for man- 
ufacturing purposes, and he, Edwin Bulk 
ley, of the New York firm of Bulkley, Dun- 
ton & Co., John Keith and George E. Mar- 
shall were, with B. N. Farren, the pioneers 
of its three great paper making industries 
—the Montague, Keith and Turner's Falls 
paper mills. 

Between the high hill on which the village 
of 5,000 inhabitants now stands and the falls 
and river a canal,which was blasted through 
a rocky ledge, now feeds these three great 
paper mills with a never failing motive 
power to such an extent that no steam en- 
gines are mounted in them or in the other 


“manufactories lower down on this canal. 


On the right bank of the river the hill rises 
very precipitously, and its ascent looks as 
if it might be perilous to even a nimble 
footed goat. 

The great Montague Mill catches the 
first power of these falls, which are esti- 
mated to have a total of 20,000 horse power 
capacity with a forty foot head. Between 
this and the Keith Paper Mills are the 
famous John Russell Cutlery Works, which 
are the largest in the United States, em- 
ploying from 700 to 800 hands on table and 
pocket cutlery, which is marketed all over 
the world. 

The great Keith Mill, as originally con- 
structed, with the immense additions which 
have recently been made and are now in 
course of construction, has a canal or water 
front of 900 feet, and its entire cost when 
completed will be in the region of $700,000. 
Its specialty is fine writing papers and its 
wash water is mainly furnished by a mam- 
moth spring on a neighboring hillside, 
although some river water is used for 
this purpose through a new method of 
filtration. The late John Keith, from whom 


the plant takes its name, some twenty- 
three years ago was in the employ of 


Richardson, Upton & Co., at Adams, whose 


paper mill then occupied the site of the 
present mammoth Twin Cotton Mills of 


the Berkshire Manufacturing Company. 


He was induced by Mr. Bulkley to come to 


Turner’s Falls and build up this great busi- 
ness with him. From the same establish- 
ment in Adams came Henry C. Putnam, an 
experienced paper maker, and who has been 
for many years, and is at present, the popu- 
lar superintendent of these extensive works, 
of which Mr. Burnette has been for many 


years the talented manager. This mill has 


three machines running at their full capac- 
ity, and is now setting up the fourth, the 
four being located in one room, and the 
manager reports business as thoroughly 
good. 


The Turner's Falls Paper Company is 
next on the canal, and with the Montague 
reports satisfactory orders for its roll paper 
specialties. B. N. Farren, the president of 
both of these companies, spends his sum- 
mers in this section and his winters in Phila- 
delphia. He lately married Miss Minnie 
Murphy, of New York, and sailed for Eng- 
land. It may not be generally known that 
prior to embarking in the development of 
Turner's Falls as a manufactnring centre 
and in the paper making business with his 
friend Alvah Crocker, he was the mas- 
ter spirit which overcame the at one period 
thought to be insurmountable obstacles to 
the completion of the famous Hoosac Moun- 
tain Railway Tunnel, which has now been in 
successful operation many years. It was 
Mr. Farren who, as a railway building con- 
tractor, made the first half of a mile en- 
trance into the mountain at the east end of 
the tunnel, and who, when quicksand and 


loose rock in the approaches to the west end 


of this tunnel were encountered, was called 
to the rescue. It was a critical period in 
the history of this railroad enterprise, which 
was carried on by the State, but which was 
stoutly opposed by rival railroads and 
frightened taxpayets. This brave and skill- 


ful man overcame the obstacles and won 


for himself name, fame and fortune in so 


doing. It was in this struggle with the 
tunnel problem that he became the friend of 


Alvah Crocker, the great Fitchburg paper 
maker and railway director, whose victori- 


ous fight for the building of the Hoosac 
Tunnel has made his name illustrious all 
the way along the great tunnel route from 
Boston to Troy. 


Next below on the canal is the Turner's 
Falls Cotton Mill, with Joseph Griswold as 
treasurer. This mill is running full time 
on cheese cloth and light cottons. All of 
these mills are connected with a half-mile 
spur of railroad track running up to their 
packing houses’ doors. This spur is owned 


by these companies, and consequently they 


have no expense for switching, as is the 
case with the Holyoke manufacturers, who 


at one time paid as high as $2 per car. 


The only other manufactory on this 


canal is that of the Clark Machine Works, 


which are near the Montague Mills. This 
business, which is largely confined to the 
making of paper mill machinery, has been 
established twenty-five years, and during 
the entire period has run full time with a 
full force of employees. In addition to a 


large business in specialty fire pumps and 


patent stretching jackets, this firm also 


builds the Marshall Engine Company's re- 
fining engines, which have a wide market 
not only in the United States, but in Eng- 
land, France and Germany, with resident 
agents in the latter countries. A large 
number of these engines are now in course 
of building in these works for Holyoke 
paper makers and both Eastern and West- 
ern mills. Treasurer F. A. Marshall has 
just returned from a European trip, and it 
is understood that he has possessed him- 
self while abroad of some new features in 
bleaching engines, which he will shortly 
introduce in this country. 

Just across the great dam, the very 
flourishing little village of Riverside has 
sprung up within a year or two. Here is 
located the mill of the New England Fibre 
Company, which turns out from spruce logs 
rafted down from the headwaters of the 
river a big output annually of new process 
sulphite pulp. Within the past week this 
company has been compelled to make a cut 
of from 5 to 12 per cent. in wages on ac- 
count of the low price of pulp, for which 
article the demand, however, is quite good. 
At Riverside is also located the Turner’s 
Falls Lumber Company, which turns out 
many million feet annually, drawing its en- 
tire log supply from the head waters of the 
river and its tributaries, this being cut in 
winter and brought down in rafts in the 
spring freshets. 

The great watershed view from the 
second and third levels at Turner's Falls, 
as it stretches far away to the Dry Hill 
range in Montague to the southeast and up 
the river toward Gill and Northfield north- 
ward, is exceedingly charming, and be- 
tween this point and Brattleboro, Vt., is a 
mighty stretch of level meadow land which 
has no match in theentire State of Vermont. 
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The village of Turner's Falls is in the town 
of Montague, which is otherwise a farming 
locality, although the Fitchburg or Hoosac 
Tunnel Railroad passes through that por- 
tion of it which for some satirical reason is 
called ‘‘ Montague City.” The one railroad 
entering Turner's Falls proper, with another 
terminus at Shelburne Falls, is the old New 
Haven and Northampton road, now operated 
by the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad. 

With the Fitchburg Railroad 2 miles 
away at Montague City, the last local train 
leaving the village for Greenfield at 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon, and the last train coming 
in from the south at 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing, its citizens have for the past twenty 
years felt like a side pocket in a billiard 
table by being shut out from the whole out- 
side world for fully thirteen hours per day 
each week day and entirely on the Sabbath. 

This isolation, so long and so deeply de- 
plored by the management of the great 
industries of the village and by citizens and 
employees generally, is, however, about to 
be happily brought toan end. Within the 
past week a Boston syndicate of capitalists 
has joined interest with prominent citizens 
of Greenfield, who have subscribed $10,000 
stock, and to which citizens of Turner's 
Falls have also generously contributed, and 
who will complete a five mile stretch of 
electric railway from Greenfield to Turner’s 
Falls and have it running by next August. 
The new road will pass through *‘ Montague 
City,” where it will cross the river on a new 
bridge near the Montague City railway 
bridge. This will place this thriving manu- 
facturing village within twenty minutes’ 
travel from Greenfield, the county seat of 
Franklin County, and enable its citizens to 
make close connections with express trains 
for Boston, New York and the West. This 
improvement being fully assured, added to 
an increase of business in every branch of 
manufacture carried on here, the people of 
Turner's Falls are now superlatively happy.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., February 14, 1895. 

Northern New York was cut off from 
the world for several days last week and 
this week. Everywhere the report came in 
that work had to be suspended on all out- 
door improvements about the mills. Water 
power was frozen up, and things were at 
sixes and sevens in a great many of the 
mills. This has been the most severe win- 
ter in this section of the State in a long 
time, and the milling interests have suffered 
more than usual from the season's draw- 
backs. 

The Black River Power Association met 
here this week. Much routine business was 
transacted, but when the more vital ques- 
tions began to be discussed it was decided 
that a fuller and more complete attendance 
of the representatives of the Black River 
power was desirable, hence an adjournment 
was taken. The Black River Power Asso- 
ciation was originally an association of 
manufacturers, and now numbers among 
its members the following corporations: 
C. R. Remington & Son, Watertown Paper 
Company, Remington Paper Company, Bag- 
ley & Sewall, Knowlton Brothers Paper 
Company, Taggart Brothers Company, 
Harmon Machine Company, of Watertown ; 
Wendler & Co., I. P. Lewis, of Beaver 
Falls; Great Bend Paper Company, Tag- 
gart Paper Company, of Carthage; Black 
River Wood Pulp Company, of Black River ; 
Brownville Paper Company, Globe Paper 
Company, Empire Wood Pulp Company, 
Ontario Paper Company, of Brownville; 
Frontenac Paper Company, Dexter Sulphite 
Paper and Pulp Company, St. Lawrence 
Paper Company, of Dexter. During the

The 
fullowing resolution relative to Dr. W. 
Seward Webb's claim against the State was 
adopted : 

Wuekeas, There is now pending in the 
Court of Claims anaction vrougnt by Dr. 
W. Seward Webb against the State ot New 
York to recover heavy damages on account 
of the building of the State dam at Stuli- 
water ; and 

WuHeREAS, Said Dr. Seward Webb is the 
owner ot large tracts ot land aside trom 
the lands damaged surrounding the head- 
waters of Black Kiver, particujarly Lake 
Lila and Albany Lake, said tract being 
known now as Ne-ha-sa-ne Park, and as 
such owner might Covenant forever to re- 
serve said lands as a park, preventing any 
we operation or other waste thereon ; 
and, 

WHeERzEAs, All said lands are within the 
borders of the proposed State park, and as 
the people of the State of New York have 
trom time to time strongly expressed them- 
selves in favor of acquiring ali lands within 
the State park boundaries tor a public park, 

Now, therefore, recognizing the ines- 
timable benefits which will result to the 
water power owners of Black River if lum- 
bering operations adverse to their best use 
of the storage reservoirs can be forever 
—— a a of New pees 
could forever hold for rposes 
lands situated at the headwalees of Black 
River ; 

Now, therefore, be it unanimously re- 
solved that we urge upon our Senator and 
Assemblyman to use all consistent and 
proper means to secure such legislation as 
will enable the State of New York to ac- 
quire so much of said lands as Dr. W. Sew- 
ard Webb may be willing to sell and to 
covenant with him as aforesaid in regard to 
all other lands adjacent. 

Resotvep, That the executive commit- 
tee be authorized and empowered to take 
such steps as they may deem wise and 
necessary to accomplish this object. 

Considerable animated talk followed 
about the way refuse is dumped into the 
river, thereby interfering with the workings 
of the numerous water wheels, and some 
resolutions in relation to this annoyance 
were passed, 

Considerable criticism of the local paper 
makers’ union has been heard hereabouts 
since the visit of National President Brit- 
ton, and a few explanatory words will show 
the position of the paper makers. The or- 
ganization, the men claim, is for the good 
of the manufacturer as well as for the 
men. One object of the union is to recom- 
mend a man if he is a good workman, hon- 
orable and upright for a position elsewhere 
if he decides to leave. This precludes a 
man who has been a helper from going 
away somewhere and passing himself off 
as a first-class machinetender. In this way 
the manufacturer is protected. On the 
other hand the paper makers protect them- 
selves. They see that the hours are kept 
within bounds ; that a man is not discharged 
without proper and sufficient reason. 

It would seem that the market price for 
poplar pulp wood is $3.75 a cord, hauled to 
railroad points for transportation. Thorn- 
ton & Thomas, contractors, Warrensburg, 
N. Y., have about 12,000 cords cut and 
have disposed of most of it. Their timber 
preserves are in the Adirondacks and they 
have some fine pulp wood. The probability 
—if the projected railroads into the Adiron- 
dacks go through—is that pulp wood, both 
poplar and spruce, will be cheaper, as the 
roads will open up a region where there is 
an inexhaustible amount of the very best 
timber of this kind. 


M. Noyes, an old resident of Chicago and 
for twenty-five years treasurer of the firm 
of Bradner Smith & Co., paper manufactur- 
ers, died of spinal troubles on February 4. 
Mr. Noyes was sixty-four years old, and 
was born in Concord, N. H. He went to 
Chicago in 1860, and was employed as sales- 
man for five years by the J. T. Ryerson 
Iron Company. He left that concern in 
1865 to take a position as cashier of the 
George F. Foster Ship Chandler Company. 
In 1870 the paper company of Bradner 
Smith was incorporated with Bradner Smith 
as president and M. Noyes as treasurer. 
Since Mr. Smith's death two years ago Mr. 
Noyes had practically managed the firm. 
He leaves a widow and two sons, H. P. and 
W. A. Noyes. 





Joun Barney. 

John Barney, president of the Home 
Match Company of Wyanet, Ill., died at his 
home at that place on February 7. He was 
also the proprietor of business houses at 
Englewood and South Chicago, and was 
largely interested in the paper mill at 
Salina, Kan. His death was the result of 
injuries received in the match factory last 
fall. He was 42 years old, and leaves a 
large estate. 


Joun L. Srepuens. 


John Leavett Stephens died at his home 
in Augusta, Me., on the morning of Febru- 
ary 8, of valvular disease of the heart. He 
was born at Mount Vernon on August 1, 
1820, and at the age of twenty-four was 
ordained minister of the Universalist 
Church. Ill health compelled him to 
abandon the ministry, and in 1854 he be, 
came associated with James G. Biaine in 
the editorship of the Kennebec /ournail. 
He was a member of the Maine Legislature 
for five years. In 1870 Mr. Stephens was 
appointed by President Grant United 
States Minister to Uruguay and Paraguay, 
and in 1877 United States Minister to 
Sweden. In 1883 the degree of LL.D. was 
conferred upon him by Tufts College. He 
was appointed United States Minister at 
Honolulu by President Harrison, where his 
official attitude during the course of events 
which resulted in the overthrow of the 
Hawaiian monarchy was one of strict im- 
partiality. After his resignation of office, 
on May 9, 1893, he returned to Augusta, 
where he continued to reside up to the time 
of his death.

What were called portable turrets, 


for use in warfare, were known too by the | 


ancients, but they were awkward and heavy. 


A modern campaign turret was devised by | 
a German army officer a year or so ago. It | 
consisted of a metallic floor, an iron plate 


cylinder for the sides, in which was a door, 
also iron and hinged so that the soldier 
could enter, manipulate the gun inside and 
be protected from the enemy. Certain 
braces inside made the affair substantial. 
The weight of the turret, exclusive of the 
gun, ammunition, &c. was a little over 3,000 } 
pounds. The weight was detrimental, 
although the turret was on wheels drawn | 
by horses and otherwise well equipped for 
warfare. To overcome the weight problem | 
other material has been recently tried and | 
tested in the hope that sumething might be 
found as efficient as the iron, but lighter. 
Aluminum proved lighter, of course, but 
sufficient aluminum to form a turret of 
proper size is very expensive. The latest 
experiments in this connection are being 
carried on with pulp produced from both 
rag and wood stock. The principal advan- 
tage, but not the only one, is the lightness. 
The walls of the cylinder are made thicker, 
and a few more braces are used inside; 
otherwise the general construction of the 
pulp turret seems to be about the same as 
the iron. 

Although lightness is the chief feature in 
the new pulp turrets, the fact that the elas- 
tic composition receives a ball and gradu- 
ally stops its progress, finally allowing it to 
be bedded in the flexible pulp, isa great 
thing. There is no cracking or snapping of 
the surface of the turret, as is likely in stiff 
metallic compounds. A ball simply lodges 
in the pulp, and there it stays. 

In the construction of a turret cylinder 
the pulp is molded or pressed into the de- 
sired shape. Some extensive apparatus is 
required to do this. Two operations of 
casting are required, half of the cylinder be- 
ing formed at each ope-ation, and when the 
halves are united a perfect cylinder results. 
The union is made with clamps and bolts. 
The pulp is composed of rag stock and pop- 
lar fibre, and is saturated with a hardening 
substance which imparts toughness and 
elasticity. The turret is impervious to 
It will not swell 


or shrink. A fi compotind is applied 
to the exterior. The lightness of the turret 
makes it possible for a single horse to draw 
it, or, if necessary, two or three men can 
handle it. The weight is about one-third 
that of iron of the same size.

Utilizing the Power of Rain. 


A Philadelphia engineer has figured 
out that 1 inch of rain, falling upon the area 
of 1 square mile, is equivalent to nearly 17,- 
500,000 gallons, weighing 145,200 pounds, 
or 72,600 tons. Assuming this water to 
have fallen from clouds about half a mile, 
or, say, 3,000 feet, above the earth, we have 
for the energy represented by it about 22,- 
000 horse power, With pumping machinery 
working at the low rate of consumption of 
2 pounds of coal per horse power per hour, 
it would take 200 gross tons of coal to raise 
the water represented by 1 inch of rain on 
a square mile to the assumed height of 
3,000 feet. As a matter of fact rain often 
falls from clouds which are at a much greater 
height than 3,000 feet above the ground, so 
that the figures just given are quite conser- 
vative ones. 

With all the talk there has been about

subject before that august body, the A. P. 
M. A., as soon as possible. 

It seems to me, as an humble and unas- _ 
suming promoter of the consumption of 
paper, that the Association in casting about 
for something to benefit its members could 
look a long time before it could find a more 
important subject for investigation and re- 
form than the present farccial manner in 
which public contracts, both State and na- 
tional, are made at the expense and to the 
lasting detriment of the trade. This sub- 
ject at once suggests so many ideas that I 
would not presume to ask for space to par- 
ticularize. 

Certainly everybody recognizes the in- 
fluence which the prices made public on all 
of these contracts has on the market ; and 
why in the name of common sense ought 
not this influence be beneficial instead of 
injurious? Why should not these public 
purchases be made of good standard grades 
at decent market prices ? Whynot—? Well, 
Idid not intend to suggest remedies, but 
simply to mention the evil, and to my feeble 
brain it looked important enough to suggest 
the appointment of one or more live com- 
mittees with sturdy constitutions and strong 
stomachs who will have this matter brought 
to the attention of the various legislative 
bodies and see that the proper measures 
are passed. If I have in this statement 
resurrected achestnut forgive me ; but this 
Ohio contract is so rotten that ‘it smells 
rank to heaven,” and as prices seem bent 
on going to the other place I thought it 
would stand a few lines.

He sued for $20,000, the claim 
being that the company was negligent in 
putting him at work on the poisoned paper. 
The defendant's counsel demurred twice 
on points of law and was sustained in each. 
The case was then carried to the higher 
court, which sustained the rulings of the 
court below. The box company claims if 
the case had gone to trial it would have 
shown by testimony of Professor Russell, 
of Chittenden, the Yale expert, that the 
paper did not contain oe.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The volume 
of business in the stock market was small, 
and the majority of moving shares closed 
at lower figures. The market for call loans 
on stock collateral was only moderately 
active, as stock speculation was light; but 
rates were steady to firm on a basis of 
1%@2 percent. The demand for time ac- 
commodation has increased somewhat, as 
houses carrying stocks have come to fear 
that the bond agitation may cause greater 
activity in call loans. Business, however, 
has not been particularly active. Rates 
are firm at 24 per cent. for thirty days, 3 
per cent. for sixty to ninety days, 34,@4 per | 
cent. for four and 4@4¥% per cent. for five to | 
| seven months. There is a fair supply of 
commercial paper, and demand is more 
than large enough to absorbit. Quotations 
| are 3% per cent. f_r sixty to ninety day in- 
| dorsed bills receivable, 4@4'% per cent. for 
| four months’ commission house names, 4@5 
| per cent. for prime four months’ single 
names, 44,@5 per cent. for prime six 
months’ and 7 and above for good four to 
six months’ single names, but these do not 
sellfreely. Buyers of paper are very care- 
ful about the names which they accept. 
The foreign exchange market was without 
feature. Commercial bills were scarce, but 
remitters bought moderately. Posted rates 
were $4.87% for sixty days and $4.89 for 
sight. Actual rates were $4.8614@4.87 for 
sixty days, and $4.88@4.88¥ for sight. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—There is nota 
great deal of activity in the paper trade, 
and while in local circles there is a fair 
amount of business, there is also consider- 
able complaining. Low water is troubling 
the mills at the eastward, and others are 
being troubled with lowness of orders. 
Makers of News are for the most part very 
fairly situated as to business, and many of 
the mills—more particularly the large ones— 
are busy. Book and Writing papers are in 
fair call, but prices do not improve in these 
or in any of the grades. Manillas are un- 
changed as to price and are in fair call. 
The destruction of the Florida orange crop 
has hit the tissue paper makers, for many 
large orders have been countermanded. 
The *‘ Union” paper bag men have been in 
session this week, but at this writing no 
reports of any unusual action have been 
made.

The case was called up on an ap- 
plication by the defendant to have issues 
framed to determine whether the defend- 
ant is taking any of the water in which the 
plaintiff has an easement, and also to de- 
cide the value of the water it takes, if it 
does take any. ‘The district denies that its 
water supply is taken from the river or its 
shed, but avers it is taken from a distinct 
source.

Instruction Defining Fellow Servants

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Forethought vs. Afterthought. 





By W. H. WAKEMAN, 
It is said of some men that their 
‘*feresight is hindsight” and their ‘‘ fore- 
This is 


thought always comes afterward.” 
not a very handsome expression, but it an- 
swers the purpose very well in describing 
the characters referred to. When one of 
these men is put in charge of asteam plant, 
there is trouble almost continually, and the 
plant is frequently shut down, that his 
hindsight may be made use of and his lack 
of forethought made prominent. Such a 
man never makes it his business to inspect 
the lacings in his main belt at short inter- 
vals to see that it is in good order, but al- 
lows it to run as long as possible, and when 
all the machines in the factory are running, 
thus bringing a heavy strain on the nearly 
worn out lacing, it fails, and the whole fac- 
tory is shut down for about an hour while 
a new lacing is put in; or perhaps a part 
of the lacing gives way first and the belt is 
thrown to one side of the pulley, is caught 
by the floor or wall and badly torn, making 
it necessary to get a new piece and put it 
in, and, as the job must be done ina hurry, 
there is no time to properly scarf, cement 
and rivet it, so that it is laced on, and ever 
afterward there are two lacings to care for 
instead of one. It does not really need to 
be a very large factory to make such a shut 
down cost as much as is paid the engineer 
for a week's work, consequently a man who 
watches such things and avoids the shut 
down saves his employer many dollars. 

It is a good plan to draw in pieces of old 
acing over the new simply to protect the 
lacing which holds the belt together from 
wear as it runs over the pulleys. These 
pieces will then wear out first and so give 
warning, when they may be renewed and 
the others kept intact. 

Such a man as forms the subject of this 
article does not remove small accumulations 
of sediment from his sight-feed oilers, but 
waits until the dirt is about half an inch 
deepin them and the oil passages choked 
up with it, and as the bearings are not oiled 
hot boxes are the resclt. He is then not 
slow in applying some heroic remedy and 
boasting of his skill in curing the evil. The 
flange joints in his cast iron main steam 
pipe are leaking drops of water while his 
engine is shut down, but he has not fore- 
sight sufficient to enable him to know that 
unless they receive proper attention the 
packings will be blown out and it will be 
necessary to shut down to renew them. 

If the packing around his piston rod be- 
gins to leak he simply screws up the nuts 
which hold the glands in place, and when 
it leaks again he repeats the process, but 
does not heed the warning that new pack- 
ing is needed until some morning after 
starting up he finds that he can no longer 
stop the hiss of steam in this way ; conse- 
quently, throughout the entire day, at each 
revolution of the engine it sounds as if 
there were about a hundred geese in the 
engine room, and visitors and employees 
are uot slow to take note of it and rate the 
engineer accordingly. 

This man has an injector in his boiler 
room which formerly worked very well, but of 
late it will break occasionally, and frequent- 
ly he finds it difficult to make it start as it 
should. This tells him that it is becoming 
coated with scale on the inside. He should 
have foresight to enable him to determine 
that in a short time it will become so filled 
up as to make it useless, but he lacks this 
most desirable qualification, and when his 





‘pump is being repaired the injector refuses 


to work and he cannot feed his boilers. To 
cover up his blunder he advances the idea 
that no injector will last long anyway, and 
that they fail without giving warning, when 
the truth is that they do give such warning, 
but he either does not understand the story 
they tell, or is too indifferent to profit by it. 
It matters little which it is, as the result is 
the same in either case. 

With a man in charge who lacks foresight, 
when the girth seams on the under side of his 
boilers commence to leak, he does not look 
ahead and calculate what the result will be 
if this leakage continues, but proceeds to 
calk up the leaky seams, and continues the 
same practice that caused the trouble in the 
first place. He cannot foresee that if he 
fils a hot boiler with cold water, severe 
contraction will be the result, or that if he 
feeds cold water into the bottom of a boiler 
while under steam pressure, the cold water 
will settle to the bottom and causetheseams 
to leak. 

His boiler is badly scaled and he intro- 
duces some scale resolvent to remove it, 
but does not possess sufficient foresight to 
enable him to see that if his remedy is of 
any value whatever, it will throw down a 
large quantity of scale which will lodge in 
the parts immediately over the fire and pre- | 
vent the water from coming in contact with 
the iron, the consequence being burned | 
plates and leaky seams. 

If a small hole appears in the blow-off 
pipe, he puts a slip patch over it to stop the 
leak temporarily, but does not have fore-

thought enough to show him that if corro- 


sion has weakened the pipe in one place it | 


soon will be in others ; but when this pipe 
fails and his boiler room is filled with 
clouds of steam and the boiler is uncere- 
moniously emptied of its contents, his 
afterthought has a chance to 
prominent position. 

If an oil agent offers him a commission 
on all of the oil that he buys of a certain 
kind, he repeats the old axiom that ‘‘ a bird 
in the hand is worth two in the bush,” with- 
out taking into consideration the fact that 
he has made a wrong application of it. He 
cannot see into the future enough to dis- 
cover that he will soon be no longer a free 
man, but will be under obligations to those 
from whom he has taken bribes, forgetting 
that all of these deals are brought to light 
sooner or later and always to the disadvan- 
tage of those who are concerned in them. 
The engineer who is capable of getting out 
of scrapes in short order often passes asa 
hero, while the unassuming engineer who is 
thoughtful, and by his thoughtfulness keeps 
out of scrapes, attracts but little attention 
and frequently fails to get as much credit 
as is really his due. When he leaves a sit- 
uation where he has had but little trouble, 
and where shut-downs were few and far be- 
tween, and is replaced by a man whose 
forethought comes afterward, the difference 
is often plainly to be discerned without the 
aid of a magnifying glass. 

There is one more point which I wish to 
mention, as follows: When a man takes 
charge of a steam plant he should have 
foresight enough to study out the charac- 
teristics of his employer, know just what 
his ideas are as far as possible, and then 
govern himself accordingly. By this I do 
not mean that he should sacrifice any of 
his own opinions or ideas which are proven 
to be correct, for this is not at all necessary, 
but he should adapt himself to circum- 
stances, and by skillful management of 
affairs secure the respect and confidence of 


his employers.—Canadian Lumdberman.

The art of vulcanizing india rubber by 
subjecting it to a high degree of heat when 
mixed with sulphur and a metallic salt was 
a patentable process. Neilson’s method of 
applying the hot blast to furnaces by forcing 
the blast through a vessel or receptacle situ- 


ated between the blowing apparatus and | 


the furnace, and heated to a red heat, was 
a patentable process. These patents were 
sustained after very able arguments on 
both sides. 

In the case of Corning Burden (15 
How., 267) the court said: ‘‘ A process 

, nomine is not made the subject of a 
our Act of Congress; it is 
under the general term, ‘use- 
ful art.’ An art may require one or more 
processes or machines in order to produce a 
certain result or manufacture. The term 
‘machine’ includes every mechanical de- 
vice or combination of mechanical powers 
and devices to perform some function and 
produce a certain effect or result. But 
where the result or effect is produced by 
chemical action, by the operation or appli- 
cation of some element or power of nature 
or of one substance to another, such modes, 
methods or operations are called ‘ proc- 
esses.’ A new process is usually the result 
of a discovery ; a machine, of invention. 
The arts of tanning, dyeing, making water- 
proof cloth, vulcanized india rubber, smelt- 
ing ores and numerous others are usually 
carried on by process as distinguished from 
Mr. Walker, in his work on

In O’Reilly v. Morse (15 How., 119), the 
court decided the eighth claim. which at- 
tempted to cover the use of the motive 
power of an electric or galvanic current for 
marking or printing intelligible characters 
at a distance, invalid and not constituting a 
patentable process. It was a claim for a 
new application of the electric current for 
that particular purpose. The court held 
that the claim was too broad and not war- 
ranted by law. Chief Justice Taney, in de- 
livering the opinion, said: ‘‘ No one, we 
suppose, will maintain that Fulton could 
have taken out a patent for his invention 
for propelling vessels by steam, describing 
the process and machinery he used, and 
claimed under it the exclusive right to 
use the motive power of steam, however 
developed, for the purpose of propelling ves- 
sels. * * * Neither could the man who 
first discovered that steam might, by a proper 
arrangement of machinery, be used as a 
motive power to grind corn or spin cotton, 
claim the right of the exclusive use of steam 
as a motive power for the purpose of pro- 
ducing such effects.” The learned discus- 
sion of the question of patentable process 
entered into by Mr. Justice Bradley in his 
decision of Tilghman v. Proctor, above 
cited, has rendered the case justly cele- 
brated. 

As early as 1813 it was discovered by an 
eminent French chemist, M. Chevreuil, that 
ordinary fat, tallow and oil were chemical 
compounds, and consisted of a base which

Mr. Justice Bradley in deciding the cele- 
brated case of Tilghman v. Proctor (102 U. 
S. 707). defined a process as follows : ‘*Who- 
ever discovers that a certain useful result 
will be produced in any art by the use of

of different acids, termed generally fat 
acids, but specifically stearic, margaric and 
oleic acids. These acids in combination 
severally with the base glycerine form re- 
spectively what are termed stearine, mar- 
garine and oleine. These have all come to 
be valuable products, and the base glycerine, 
when purified, is a desirable article for 
many uses. 

In 1853, Mr. Richard A. Tilghman, of 
Philadelphia, the complainant in the case, 
discovered that these fat acids could be 
separated from the base, glycerine, without 
injury to the glycerine, by the single and 
simple process of subjecting the neutral fat, 
while in intimate mixture with water, to a 
high degree of heat and under sufficient 
pressure to prevent the water from being 


converted into steam, without the employ- |

ment of any alkali, or sulphuricacid, or other | 
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saponifying agent. 
tions were a constant and 
commixture of the fat with the water, a 
high degree of heat, and a pressure suffi- 


ciently powerful to prevent the conversion | 


of the water into steam. By this operation 
the fat acids were separated from their base, 


glycerine, and each element took up the | 


requisite equivalent of water necessary for 
its separate existence; the glycerine, in 
solution, separated itself from the fat acids 
by settling tothe bottom when the mixed 
products were allowed to stand and cool. 


A chemical change took place in conse- | 
quence of the presence of water and the | 


active influence of heat and pressure upon 
the mixture. The claim of the patent was 
as follows : 

‘‘The manufacture of fat acids and gly- 
cerine from fatty bodies by the action of 
water at a high temperature and pressure.” 

The patentee described in his specification 
a preferable construction of machinery for 
carrying out his process, referring also to 
the fact that certain other constructions 
could be employed. The defendants em- 
ployed a different machine in carrying out 
the process from that described in the 
patent, but certainly did manufacture fat 
acids and glycerine from fatty bodies by 
the action of water ata high temperature 
and uader pressure. They did employ 
some lime, but not enough to materially 
affect the process, and the degree of tem- 
perature employed by them was not the de- 
gree of temperature preferably used by the 
patentee. After a careful review of the 
facts and the law, in an opinion by the late 
Mr. Justice Bradley, the claim was de- 
cided valid. In deciding the case he said, 
inter alia: ‘‘ Had the process been known 
and used before, and not been Tilghman’s 
invention, he could not then have claimed 
anything more than the particular apparatus 
described in his patent, but being the in- 
ventor of the process, as we are satisfied 
was the fact, he was entitled to claim it in 
the manner he did.” And after reviewing 
the leading cases upon the subject, such as 
Corning v. Burden, Neilson v. Thompson 
and O'Reilly v. Morse, he further said : 

‘** It seems to us that this clear and exact 
summary of the law affords the key to 
almost every case that can arise.

Useful Cements. 





A certain amount of time (says the 
Portland Cement Journa/) must be allowed 
for all cements to harden, and the time 
varies with the nature of the cement used. 
For instance, if an oil cement is used a 
great deal of time will be necessary, but if 
one that is liquefied by heat is used the ob- 
ject will be ready for use as soon as the 
joint becomes cold. There is, however, the 
objection to such cements that they are 
liable to come apart when the finished job 
is again exposed to the heat. On the other 
hand, the cements composed of oils and 
metal compounds, like white or red lead 


for such cements to set, but once this is 
thoroughly done they will stand almost any 
climate or treatment. Copal varnish or 
ordinary shellac make excellent cements, 
but require from two to six days to set 
thoroughly. 

Marine glue sets in one hour, but com- 
mon glue requires from three to twenty- 
four hours to become secure. The oil ce- 
ments require two or three years to set. 
The best cement of this kind is composed of 
pure white lead ground in linseed oil var- 
nish and kept from the air in close stop- 
pered bottles or packages. A fine cement 
| for stone work is made of equal parts of 
resin, yellow wax and Venetian red, mixed 
up together while in a melted condition.

made of litharge, fine white sand and 
plaster of paris (calcined plaster), each one
